We have represented to the British 
Government in the strongest terms the urgent nec- 
essity for repatriating Canadians, of the under- 
graduate class, in order that they may resume 
their studies. 


Touching the return of our troops from 
Northern Russia, we have made and are making en- 
quiries; but up to the present we have received 
no definite information.
